In Claim 71, line 1, the term "FP receptor" has been deleted and the 
phrase —Prostaglandin F (FP) receptor function— has been inserted. 

In claim 74, line 1, the term "arresting" has been deleted, and — treating - 
inserted. 

In claim 150, line 1, after the term "A" has been deleted, and the phrase 
has been inserted. 

IN THE SPECIFICATION 

On page 62, Table 4, the 1st Column heading "Compound No." has been deleted and the 
heading -SEQ ID NO:— has been inserted.

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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Art Unit: 1654 

The allowed claims were not reasonably taught or suggested by the prior art of record. 
As for the enabling disclosure sections for the rejoined three (3) independently claimed 
methods of use: 

1 . Inhibiting FP receptor function - p. 56-58. 

Tested with THG1 13, which is another name for SEQ ID NO: 1 . [See Table 6, p. 67 identifying 
THG113 as "CompondNo. 1". Then revert back to Table 4, p. 62 to see that "Compound No. 1" 
is SEQ ID NO: 1, based on sequence listing that matches SEQ ID NO: 1]. 
THG1 13 (SEQ 1) displayed an 80% inhibition rate. 

v. 

SEQ ID NO: 32 (Applicant's CLAIMED compound), which had GREATER THAN AN 85% 
inhibition rate. [SEQ ID NO: 32 is a TGH1 13 derivative; p. 61, bottom, see Table 4 and claims). 

2. Preterm labor- 

THG1 13 was tested/resulted in a 60% delay (at 15 th Hour) against mouse preterm labor (p. 61, 
Fig. 5). 

3. Dysmenorrhea- 

THG1 13 was found to exert a contractile effect on mouse uterine tissue (test for dysmenorrhea 
effect; p. 60-61; Fig. 2E,2F). 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
